DR. RAMBAUD MAY RECOVER. 
Other Victims of Auto Accident Stili 


Suffer from Shock.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Aug. 3.—Dr. 
George G. Rambaud of the New York 
Pasteur Institute, who was injured when 
his touring car turned turtle on the State 
road near here yesterday, shows some 
slight signs of improvement, according to 
anh ahnouncement at Vassar Hospital to- 
night. 

Dr. Moffitt, who is in charge of Dr, 
Rambaud, says that the patient seemed 
to rally slightly to-day and it is: believed 
that’ the sliow of gain ‘was helped by an 
operation which was performed late last 
night.” Dr. Moffitt says that Dr. Ram- 
baud’ is now conscious. It will be im- 
possible to determine for three or four 
days what the ultimate outcome of Dr. 
Rambaud's injuries will be. His condition 
is very grave, and the physicians will nct 





Rambaud. They are still suffering con- 
siderably from shock. 

Mme. Rambaud has displayed remark- 
able nerve, and is mending in a most sat- 
isfactory manner. She is greatiy con- 
cerned about the .others,. To-day she 
begwed the hospital doctors to discharge 
her as guiékly as possible that she might 
go to her husband and help nurse him. 

An examination of the Rambaud auto- 
mobile to-day failed to reveal any trouble

FRIENDS KNOW ‘NO CAUSE 


Sealed Lette? to Hie Wife Found Be. 
side His Body in the Hotel Astor 
—<Autopsy Shows Meningitis. 


Lieut. Charles Edgar Britihart,. U. &. 
N., who had been'on duty recently at the 
Navy Yard, Washington, D. C4 commit- 
ted suicide by shooting himself in the 
head in a room in the Hotel Astor yester- 
day. No explanitiofi Of the act was found 
in the tew effects ‘he left at the hotel, 
the only thing found that might have 
thrown light on the matter being. a letter 
he had written to his wife and addressed 
to thé Cairo apart@ent hduse, Washing- 
ton. The ‘letter was sealed and stampéd, 
and Coroner Feinberg did not consider 
that he had the right to opén It, as thé 
case was a premeditated suicide. Accord- 
ingly he mailed the letter, last night, to 
Mrs. Brillhart. 

An autopsy later disclosed that the Lieu- 
tenant had been sufféring from menin- 
gitis, which probably led to hie act. 

Lieut. Brillhart was graduated from the 
Naval Academy. at Annapolis in 1899. He 
received his commission as a Lieutenant 
in February, 1908) Lieut. Brilthart had 
not been long married and had been on 
duty at his present station only a few 
months.

‘MR: ROOSEVELT ON “LAW.” 

In his.correspondence with Mr. BETTs, 
editor of The Lyons Republican, . Col. 
Roosrvarr argued for “rational 
growth” of the law. He thought. the 
courte ought to “act with ordinary 
statesmanship” “as a living aid to 
growth, not as a straitjacket.” 


I wish to state with all efmphasis 
that no man who takes the opposite 
ground to that which I have taken in 
the article in question has any right 
to bé on the bench; and it is a mis- 
fortune to have him there. 


This raises an issue apart from the 
merits of the statute which was the 
subject. of the decision which Mr. 
RoosEvVEuiT criticised. Whatever men 
may think about the workmen's com- 
pensation act,-there would seem to be 
agreement on disagreement with Mr. 
Roosevert. Our written laws may be 
made by legislators, and our common 
or customary laws may be made by the 
daily acts of the community, but neith- 
er class of Tkws may bé made, or ought 
to be-made, by our Judges. If our 
Judges. looked into their minds or 
hearts for their law there would be no 
law, Or there would be as many kinds 
of law as there were Judges making 
the law. It‘ds easy to believe that some 
Federal Judges agree with Mr. Roosz- 
VELT as to the éxcellence and desira- 
bility of the statute which the Court of 
Appeals declared unconstitutional. But 
Federal Judges take their interpreta- 
tions of State Constitutions from the 
State courts. Newspaper articles and 
conversations or correspondence are not 
standards of constitutionality binding 
upon the Court,of Appeals of this State, 
even when the court is not acting 
“with ordinary statesmanship,” but in 
compliance. with the written and cus- 
tomary law of the State. 

If desirable, the Constitution may be 
amended, and any statutes enacted in 
accordance with any policy which the 
people approve.” But that is not to say 
that our institutions should be subvert- 
ed in ald of any reform now before the 
public. The purpose of law is to give 
security of life and property and not to 
offer advantage to any class, or to 
transfer burdens from any class to any 
other class. The law is a universal 
thing, and its:amendment is properly a 
slow process, There is no harm in is- 
suing a summons to patriots to rise

A CHANCE FORA CAREER. 

Young men who are’ pondering ‘the 
question whether they will seek a clas- 
sical or a technical and scientific edu- 
cation will hardly hesitate, of course, 
if they wish to shape their careers to- 
ward moneymaking. In the history of 
the country’s industries there has never 
been so pronounced a demand.for the 
services of technical experts. The big- 
gest. “plant” Yor the utilization of 
water power in the world is ow being 
erected in-California upon thé fork of 
the Feather River, Its main’ reservoir, 
said to be double the capacity of the 
Ashokan Reservoir, which will send 
down 600,000,000 gallons daily of po- 
table water to this city, is also twice 
as big as the Roosevelt irrigation dam 
in Arizona. This mammoth work, built 
by the Great Western Power Company, 
will be followed by the erection of a 
chain of additional-power plants repre- 
senting an investment of $20,000,000, 
and furnishing ceaseless energy equiv- 
alent to the work of half a million 
horses. All of this power will be sale- 
able .when developed, and after the 
water has passed the last. link in the 
chain of power plants at Las Plumas, 
it will be utilized for irrigation projects. 

Works for the transmission of elec- 
trical power from waterfalls are trans- 
forming the facilities for industry 
everywhere in this country. ‘ White 
coal,” which is cheap and exhaust- 
less, is vying as a generator of power 
with the black coal of mines. But 
great central power plants are being 
erected, too, at the mines and upon the 
sites of peat deposits to supply cheaper 
power by like methods of transmission. 
In such enterprises ‘the need. of the 
work of skilled engineers is paramount. 
The pfocess of harnessing the energies 
from water and from the fossil _vege- 
table deposits of this country will pro- 
ceed for at least a géneration; after 
that, the gear must be kept in repair. 
Young men who are training them- 
selves to be engineers Should have 
splendid opportunities.

DOMINANCE OF BROOKLYN. 


Warns. New York That Its Affairs Are 
Governed from Long Island, 


To the Editor of The New York Times: ‘ 

Now that it’ is -fimally decided that the 
Brooklyn Rapid. Transit Company is to build 
and operate our proposed system of wunder- 
ground tunnels and elevated. extension rail- 
roads, a few words, arising. out of thig and 
connecting subjects, may not be- inappropri- 
ate. 

In the first place, the cliisens of the various 
boroughs forming Greater New York perforce 
will have to acknowledge that the brains and 
mental power of our. metropolis Me in Brook- 
lyn, which seems to be the steadfast centre 
‘around .which every cliyic matter turns: So 
far as intellectual abifities, and the natura! 
results following therefrom, are concerned this 
is simply @ condition whith we have got to 
consider, and not a theory passively to endure. 
Speaking metaphorically, the sword, either 
physical or. mental, is .always successfully 
wielded by those who know how to handle it 
best, and to-day the @harper weapons are fit 
possessed nor used by the inhabitants: of 
“ Little Old New York’’ or the Bronx. 

At present our city Is in a great measure 
governed by officials whose headquarters are 
here, but whose homes are across the river, the 
enermods and costly ‘municipal buildings cen- 
tring about CityHall. Park being but. tem- 
porarily business places for our Island 
brothers to rule the destinies of entire. 
city. 

In the time of our necessity the still smal)

FAMOUS SCULPTOR DEAD. 


Prof. Reinhold Begas Passes Away in 
Berlin, Aged 80 Years. 


BERLIN, Aug. 3.—Prof. Reinhold Begas, 
the most renowned sculptor in Germany, 
is dead. He was 8) years old, 


Prof. Begas was born in Berlin on July 
15, 1831, the second ‘son of Charles Begas, 
the cel brated historical painter. He was 
the pupil of Wichmann and Rauch, and 
his first great achievement was a marble 
grcup of Hagar and Ishmael, 

Prof. Be ogee went to Romie in 1855 and 
there apple ed himself particularly to the 
study of Michael Angelo. At me he 
executed the group Pan Consoling Psyche. 
On his retutfn.to Berlin he executed a 
number of busts, and in 1890 he went to 
Welmar as Professor of Sculpture, After 
@ second visit to Rome he. established 
himself in Berlin in. 1866, «In: 1876. Prof. 
Begas was made head of the Atelier of 
Sculpture, created by the. Academy of 
—— Arts. of Berlin, 

Prof. Begas was accepted.as the head 
of the materialistic school of sculpture 
and one of the most remarkable and re- 
nowned sculptors of Germany. Among 
hig more famous statues are that of 
Schiller, now in meee; for whith he re- 
ceived a first prize “Venus Cofsoling 
Wounded Love” ‘and “ Pan Teaching a 
Child the lute.”
